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John Burnby, one of the Priors of Durham * com- 
memorated in the Roll which occupies the chief place 
in the following pages, is stated, in a document in the

the Durham Records. Prior Ebchcster's name bespeaks the place of 
his birth, the village of Ebchcster, on the banks of the Derwent, in the 
county palatine; his oiiginal surname, whatever it may have been, 
having been laid aside upon his admission as a monk, in conformity 
with the practice rarely departed from at Durham. 

In a document dated in 1455, it is recorded that Prior Ebchester 
was then seventy years of age, and in another in 1456, that he had 
been a professed monk of Durham for fifty years; we must therefore 
place his birth in 1385, and his full admission into the fraternity in 
HOC. This admission, however, must have taken place late in that 
year, as he is not mentioned as acting a part in the proceedings of the 
Convent upon the death of Bishop Skirlaw in March. In 1416 he 
held proxies from absent monks upon the election of Prior Wessing- 
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been a member of the family of Burnaby of North- 
amptonshire, from which he himself is descended ; 
and, in addition to a gift of money contributed by 
himself and other members of his family to be 



ton, and in the January following we find him appointed, along with 
Robert Horneby, a fellow-monk, as Confessor in Durham College, 
Oxford. On the 7th July 1423 he was appointed by the Benedictine 
Convocation at Northampton to preach at its next general Chapter 
(Reyner, p. 179). In 1424 (1st March) he was constituted Proctor 
General of the Prior and Convent of Durham in all matters concerning 
their College at Oxford, their Cell of St. Leonard's at Stamford, &c. 
In 1426, and again in 1420, being then " Sacra? Pagina; Professor," he 
represented his Convent at Northampton. In 1430, 11th September, 
he was appointed Prior of Holy Island, an office which he held till 
1437, representing in the meantime his mother church of Durham at 
Northampton in 1432, and again in 1435. In 1437 we find him acting 
as sacrist at home, in which capacity, on the 6th of December in that 
year, he was sent to the lung by his convent, along with John Mody, a 
fellow-monk, for licence to elect a successor to Bishop Langley. On 
the 7th January following he took part in the election of Bishop 
Neville, and after the election had been made, was deputed along with 
John Mody above mentioned to announce to the new bishop the choice 
of the Convent. In 1438, and again in 1441, he was the proxy of his 
monastery at the General Council at Northampton. In 1439 he was 
one of the compurgators of Richard Blackburne, a fellow-monk, accused 
of incontinence. In 1442 he acted as one of the Procurators General 
of the Convent at the Bishop's Visitation, and after discharging various 
other offices and trusts in his Convent was elected Prior of Durham in 
1446. On the 8th of June in that year Prior Wessington had resigned 
his high office in the Chapel of St. Nicholas, near the Prior's apart- 
ments. The election took place on the last day of that month. The 
mass of the Holy Ghost was sung at the high altar in the Cathedral, 
and after a sermon by the monk Robert Emylton, Ebchester was elected 
to the vacant chair without contest or compromise, "solo Sancti Spiritus 
instinctu et inspiralione." (Reg. iv. 46, &c.) The new Prior discharged 
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tpendcd by the Surtees Society in making the Eb- 
chcster and Burnby Roll pubUc, that gentleman has 
favoured the Editor with the following statements 
respecting the family of Burnby *: — 

The family of Burnaby appears to have been settled in the 
midland counties of England from the time of the Conquest. The 
name is written in various ways, De Burnby, Burnabe, Burnaby, 
the latter mode having been chiefly in use in recent times. In 
the reign of Henry II. Eustace Arden received from the crown a 
grant of the lordship of Watford in Northamptonshire, whioh 
soon afterwards passed into the possession of the family of 
Burnaby by the marriage of John Burnaby with Sarah the 
grand-daughter of the grantee, and which continued in their pos- 
session till the time of James I. when a portion of it was sold by 
the then owner, Sir Richard Burnaby, to Sir George Clarke. In 
9 Edw. II. Eustace Burnaby was High Sheriff for North- 
amptonshire, and one of his descendants held the same office in 
18 and 27 Henry VI. A member of the family represented the 
same county in Parliament in 3 Edw. III. In the reign of King 
John, Robert dc Burneby budt and endowed a small religious 



his office in a manly and vigorous way. His public acts and his letters 
prove him to have been a person of independent spirit, knowing his duty, 
and performing it with resolution tempered with courtesy and kindness. 
As will be hereafter stated, he resigned his office in 1456, and dying 
soon afterwards was buried in the southern end of the middle transept, 
with a long rhyming epitaph, which may he seen in print in Hutch, ii. 97. 
* I may mention that there are notices in the Durham Records of a 
Petrouilla Burnby, to whose name a place was assigned in the Liber 
Vita;, p. 108, as that of a benefactress to the Convent about the period 
in which the Prior flourished (the name of the Prior himself is entered 
in i In- same precious book, p. 119) and that twice in 1429 there were 
money dealings between Prior Wessington and Thomas Burnby of 
York. Keg. ii. parv. 39, &c. 
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house for Austin Canons at Bradley, on tlie borders of Leicester- 
shire, and subsequently (30 May 1370) Eustace de Burnaby, pres- 
byter, was instituted to the church of Thurnby, patron John de 
Iladdon. The same person seems to have been instituted to the 
church of Thenford 29 Jan. 1382. The Burnaby family is tra- 
ditionally celebrated for its devotion in building, endowing, and 
embellishing churches, and also for its loyalty, which appears to 
have cost it dear, since, though at one time possessed of valuable 
estates in Northamptonshire, in the parishes of Watford, Morcote, 
Sivelsworth, Stavcrton, Thenford, Cottesbrook, Cold Ashby, 
Ashby Lcgers, Hinckley, &c, yet, after the Restoration, we find 
that most of this extensive property had passed into other hands, 
having been, as it is said, expended in supporting the cause 
of Charles the First. The Burnabys appear to have been living 
at "Watford in the middle of the seventeenth century. Towards 
the middle of the eighteenth John Burnaby, one of the family, 
was minister from the Court of St. James's to the Swiss Cantons. 
He married Clara, daughter of Sir Edward Wood, a loyal sup- 
porter and, as it would appear from some letters of that monarch 
in my possession, the trusted friend, of Charles the Second. This 
same Sir Edward Wood was, after the Restoration, appointed 
Envoy Extraordinary to the Court of Sweden. Edward, the issue 
of this marriage, married Mary, the daughter and co-heiress of 
Thomas Greene of Norlands, and thus became Burnaby of Nor- 
lands in right of his wife, Edward, the son and heir of this mar- 
riage, my grandfather, added the name of Greene to that of Bur- 
naby, an addition which has been retained by his descendants. 
I must not omit to state that the John Burnaby who married 
Clara daughter of Sir Edward Wood was my grandfather's 
grandfather, and further, that in a document in my possession, 
which must have been written towards the middle of the eighteenth 
century, he speaks of John de Burnaby, Prior of Durham, as his 
collateral ancestor. 
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John Burnby is stated in the proceedings connected 
with his election to the Prior's stall to have been 
" liber, et de libero legitinioqne matrimonio pro- 
cmitus." These words, however, have no reference to 
the worldly rank or consequence of his parents, but 
to his own canonical fitness for the office to which 
he had been elected. 

Of the precise year in which Burnby entered the 
monastery of Durham as a novice in the cloister no 
record has been preserved. That he studied there in 
his boyhood is certain from his after-history. In due 
time he became an inmate of Durham College in 
Oxford, a monastic foundation chiefly for the benefit 
of young men who were afterwards to become monks 
of Durham, but educating at the same time within its 
walls a few north-country scholars, nominated by the 
Prior of Durham, who were afterwards to mix with 
the world. On the 18th September, 1425, having then 
graduated, and having become a monk of the Bene- 
dictine profession, he was appointed co-bursar of his 
college, in conjunction with Thomas Forster; but 
that he was then a young man is certain, as his name 
is not mentioned in 1416 among those monks of 
Durhani who were entitled from their standing to a 
vote upon the election of Prior Wessington in that 
year. On the 7th October, 1431, he, in conjunction 
with the same Forster, received the appointment of 
Confessor in his College.* In January, 1437-8, he is

described as a Bachelor of Divinity, and as not having 
been present in the Chapter House at Durham at the 
election of Bishop Neville. On the 14th August, 1448, 
as Professor of Divinity (Sacne Pagina; Professor), 
having been previously Sub-Prior at home, he was ap- 
pointed by the Prior and Convent of Durham to be 
Prior or Warden of his College ; and in this capacity, 
in the beginning of the year 1445, he refused to admit 
as a scholar a youth presented by the Prior of Dur- 
ham, at the request of the great Newcastle merchant 
Roger Thornton, upon the plea that the vacant scholar- 
ship was appropriated to Northallertonshire ; but the 
Prior wrote a strong letter of remonstrance requiring 
him to admit Thornton's nominee " prout nostram 
quietem diligitis," a pretty strong intimation of Thorn- 
ton's influence ; and there is no further mention of 
the matter in the Register.* But further honours 
awaited the future Prior of Durham. On the 1st 
June, 1444, Burnby, then stiled " magister, commo- 
nachus et confrater, sacrsa paginaa professor," was 
appointed to represent the monastery of Durham in 
the Provincial Council of the Benedictine Order to 
be held during the summer at Northampton, and 
again on the 1st June 1447 he received a similar 
commission for a like purpose. In 1447, and again 
in 1449, he was one of the Commissioners for fulfilling 
the office of Vice- Chancellor of the University of 
Oxford. In 1450, still holding the office of Warden 
of Durham College, he was appointed, in conjunction

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with William Seton a fellow-monk, to visit the Bene- 
dictine Monasteries * in the county of York, and in 
the same year he once more represented his mother 
Convent of Durham in the Council at Northampton. 
About this period he seems to have resigned his 
Wardenship, to which, however, he was re-appointed 
on the 30th September, 1453.1 In 1456 he was elected 
Prior of Durham upon the resignation of Prior 
William Ebchester ; and dying on the 17th October,

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140 1, was buried on the following day* "under a 
(hire marble stone, pictured in brass from the iraiste 

up, beneth the north door, in tbemydest of the church, 
not much distant from the Marble Cross, with his 
verses or epitaph adjoyninge thereto."t 

Of this epitaph no copy has been preserved. The 
stone itself, deprived of its brasses, may at present 
be seen as a common paving stone between two adja- 
cent pillars on the south side of the nave. The " vei 
have been numerous. 

To the principal Record in the history of Prior 
Burnby a place is assigned in the Appendix No. IX., 
in a somewhat abridged form, it may be, but retaining 
all the essential parts of the original — the proceedings 
in the Chapter House upon his election to the Priorate 
of Durham. The various modes of proceeding in 
capitular elections, whether of bishops or priors, are 
sufficiently explained in the " Hist. Dunclni. Script ores 
Tres," published by this Society (pp. 36 and 38). In 
the present case the form agreed upon was that per 
scrutinium, and hence arose all the bustle and intrigue 
of a contested election, contested in every sense of the 
word, and conducted with such a minuteness of pro- 
ceeding that we have the name of every mouk who 
voted on the occasion, together with the name of the 
candidate to whom he tendered his suffrage. A con- 
tested election in the middle of the fifteenth century, 
the candidates monks, the voters monks, the sen it a-

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tors monks, and the very poll-book, the result of which 
conferred upon the successful candidate the mitre and 
staff of ecclesiastical superiority, are novelties to the 
archaeologist of no ordinary curiosity and interest. 

It appears that in that year there were in all 
seventy-one monks belonging to the Church of Dur- 
ham, stationed at home or in its subordinate cells. 
Of this number all except two voted in person or by 
proxy. The persons nominated for the vacant chair 
were — John Burnby, Professor of Theology, Warden of 
Durham College, Oxford ; Richard Bell, Bachelor of 
Theology, Sub-Prior, Terrar, and Host illar of the Con- 
vent ; William Seton, Chancellor, Almoner, and Offi- 
cial ; Thomas Ayre, Prior of Finchale ; and William 
Ebchester, the late Prior, who had resigned his office 
on account of his infirmities.* Seton had four votes, 
Ayre one, and the ex- Prior one, that of Bell, who was 
determined, as it appears, to give his support to none 
of his competitors. The contest was in reality between 
Burnby and Bell, and the former gained the election 
by a majority of thirteen votes. The poll at its close 
stood as follows : Burnby thirty-eight, Bell twenty- 
five, t Seton four, Ebchester one, Ayre one. The scru- 
ples of the Prior elect before he would consent to take

f Bell, who at the time of this election was about 46 years of age, 
became the next Prior of Durham upon the death of Burnby, without 
opposition. That he was an ambitious man, is proved by his subse- 
quent history. For many particidars concerning him, before and .ili.i 
the above contest, until In- became Bishop of Carlisle, and Carried nil 
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upon himself the office art- amusing ; but in all pro- 
bability there was more in them of formality than 

reluctant. * 

We may now proceed to make a few preliminary 
remarks upon the nature of such documents as that 
here presented to the reader. 

In the year 1825 was published a Catalogue of the 
Manuscripts belonging to the Cathedral Church of 
Durham, in which was inserted by the Editor of the 
present volume, in his capacity of Librarian, a brief, 
and in some respects incorrect, description t of the 
Obituary or Bede Roll which is here printed and

To 
that account it may be added, that in 1473 and 1474 he is proved by 
one of the Durham Registers to have been trafficking with the see of 
Rome through the Archbishop of Rouen, his friend, for the next avoid- 
ance of the see of Chichester ; and in the third Reg. Parv. or Private 
Register, p. 156, there is a long letter from him to his proctor at Rome, 
speaking unreservedly of the ducats to be expended upon the Archbi- 
shop and others to gain his object. 

App. p. ccexxxix. the Bishop of 
Durham's Letters Testimonial " super confirmacione Electionis Johannis 
Burnby Prioris Dunelm." which completed the election and put the 
newly-chosen Prior in possession of his dignity, with all its rights and 
privileges. 

f The statement in the Catalogue that the Roll was entrusted to one 
or more monks of the house has been found to be a mistake ; the 
bearer was a layman. The monasteries visited were not 623 but 639 ; 
and, as it will be observed in the sequel, there are more modes of 
expressing the obligation and prayer contained in the verse " Vestris 
nostra damns, pro nostril vestra rogamus," than two. 
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illustrated by notices of the otlier documents of a like 
nature preserved iu the Treasury or Muniment Room 
of the Dean and Chapter. 

Records of this nature do not appear to have excited 
the attention of the ecclesiastical antiquary before the 
publication of the Catalogue above alluded to. Since 
that time, however, portions of two other Obituary 
Rolls have been brought to light, the first referring 
to the death of an Abbot of West Dereham, by Mr. 
J. G. Nichols;* the second to that of a Bishop of 
Ely, by Mr. Albert Way.f When the original and 
important information afforded by the following pages 
is added to the very judicious remarks on the subject 
of prayers for the dead prefixed by Mr. Nichols and 
Mr. Way to their respective papers, there will be not 
much further necessity for inquiry into that custom, 
as it prevailed in England for tho two or three cen- 
turies which preceded the dissolution of religious 
houses ; and it will probably appear that such Obituary 
Rolls, for whatever solemn purpose they might have 
been circulated and believed to be efficacious at earlier 
periods, had degenerated into little more than a form, 
complied with in a careless way, and that they were 
carried from place to place, not by an ecclesiastic, but 
by an illiterate layman, who made of them his liveli- 
hood, being frequently employed at the very same 
time, and for a similar purpose, by other monasteries,

and living upon the alms of the houses which he 
visited during the period to which he was limited hy 
his licence.* The title of this functionary was here 
at Durham that of Breviator, but he was known by 
other names, siich as Brevigerulus, Rotuli Portitor, 
Rolliger, Brevium Portitor, &c. &c. ; and the docu- 
ment committed to his care consisted of a roll of 
parchment, added to from time to time as need re- 
quired, and called in the following pages by various 
names, such as Lamentatio, Commendatio, Planctus, 
Suffragiorum Peticio, Suffragiorum Supplicacio, &c. 
written in a highly eulogistic and pompous style, and 
occasionally, in addition to much matter of a general 
nature, containing, as in the case of Bishop Skirlaw, 
much personal history and an enumeration of many 
acts of munificence on the part of the deceased which 
were deemed worthy of record. To this Breve, or by 
whatever other name it was called, was in all proba- 
bility, in every single instance, prefixed an ornamental 
heading. One only of these headings remains at 
Durham, but there are distinct traces of stitches and 
adsuition at the head of every other Roll, the result 
of such an addition. Of this remaining heading more

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will be said in the sequel, as there is reason to believe 
that it served upon more than one occasion, or at all 
events that it was not painted for the Boll to which it 
is now affixed, but for one of an earlier date. 

The object of these circulars, if we may use the 
term, was to procure for the soul of the deceased per- 
son upon whose death they were respectively issued, 
the prayers of the religious fraternities to whom they 
might be presented, that it might be delivered by 
their intercessions from the pains of purgatory, an 
engagement being entered into by the petitioners to 
make a suitable requital by similar acts of prayer and 
intercession when need should arise. It is worthy 
of notice, however, that we have no record of any 
specific reciprocal obligation in favour of any departed 
member of another monastery during the period em- 
braced by the following pages, although such pledges 
and promises were repeatedly made, and that too for 
the purpose of periodical commemoration.* That 
such pledges were given is as certain as that B,oll- 
bearers from other houses presented themselves duly 
at Durham in their rounds, f Did the monks at Dur-

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ham content themselves in their later days -with 
merely once reciting, at their next general day of 
obit, the name of the person for whose soul they had 
undertaken to pray, and then throw it aside as useless 
for the future, or has their later ohituary disappeared ? 
More Mum one early Durham obituary, containing the 
names of persons to he prayed for on stated days, has 
been published by this Society. 

The documents on tho subject of monastic interces- 
sion for the dead here presented to the public, most of 
them referring to the church of Durham, and all of 
them printed by the obliging permission of the Dean 
and Chapter from the originals in their possession, 
consist of the Obituary Roll * commemorative of "Wil- 

aclual Rolls presented at Durham, and placed upon record for imita- 
tion. 

* Of the other Rolls, &c. printed in the Appendix, a general descrip- 
tion is given in their respective places. Of this a more minute account 
is required in illustration of its peculiar character and embellishments. 
It commences with an ornamental heading in three compartments, de- 
lineating the Judgment, Death-Bed, and Sepulture of a deceased Prior, 
painted in colours once brilliant beyond measure, and still, notwith- 
standing the many thousands of times which it must have been unrolled 
and exposed to view, retaining much of its original character for vivid- 
ness and beauty. The three pictures are contained on one membrane 
of vellum, but, for the sake of convenience and the size of our volume, 
in the accompanying fac-similes they are reduced into three compart- 
ments of one-half the size of the originals. Of the various subjects of 
each embellishment it does not fall within the province of the Editor to 
give any detailed account in the way of explanation. They are all full 
of meaning, and will not fail to attract the notice and consideration of 
the ritualist or the monastic historian. One or two remarks only may 
be made. The demi-figure mitred, but otherwise naked, ascending 
from the death-1'ed, is intended to represent the BOO] of the prior, which

has just departed from his body, and the Bishop and King who are 
standing ready to receive it in its ascent are St. Cuthbert and King 
Oswald. To the upper end of the painting is affixed a wrapper com- 
posed internally of linen cloth, with an outside of strong calf-leather, of 
the length of 2 feet 7 inches by 9£ inches in breadth, and, like the 
Dereham Roll, tapering to a point, to which has been affixed a strong 
thong of leather to secure the whole when in its rolled-up state. The 
breadth of the painting is 8 J inches by 2 feet 10,$ inches in length, 
consisting of one membrane of parchment not written on the back like 
the rest of the roll. The surface of the painting has been protected by 
a loose covering of red or brick-coloured silk, portions of which remain, 
and there are proofs, both at its upper and lower termination, that it 
was not executed in commemoration of either of the two Priors (Eb- 
chester or Burnby), but had been used on a previous occasion, proba- 
bly for the Roll of Prior Hemmingborough hereafter mentioned. The 
illumination is succeeded by the Breve itself, the membrane of which 
measures only 8-i inches in breadth, the length of the lines or writing 
being not quite six inches. The first membrane, on the head of which 
stands the Breve, is 2 feet 6 inches in length. The succeeding mem- 
branes decrease in length one after another, and after the eleventh, 
with one exception, in breadth also. The twelfth skin begins with a 
breadth of 7 J inches. At the fourteenth the width is 8 J inches. The 
nt'tivnth GJ inches, and the eighteenth measures only 9i inches in 
length, by 5 in breadth. That there has been at least one additional 
membrane is proved by the thread which remains. The whole Roll, 
including the wrapper, is 41 feet in length, and its respective portions 
are attached to each other by blue or white thread in a coarse way, 
with no regard for neatness.

position in that year. The leaden cotEn was not opened. The Bishop's 
will, a most interesting record of his munificence, may be found in the 
Test. Ebor. vol. i. published by this Society. 
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as have been granted from time to time by the Church 
of Durham as credentials to Brief-bearers in behalf of 
the souls of its deceased members, the reader will Ihen 
be in possession of all the information on this subject 
which the Treasury of the Dean and Chapter can 
supply. That list is as follows : but it must be stated 
that in general the licence does not set forth the 
name of the deceased person in whose favour it was 
granted — that was left to be gathered from the Breve 
at the head of the Boll, entrusted to the bearer ; and 
further, that in every instance the duration of the 
Licence was specified in the document itself, for 
reasons which wLU by and by perhaps appear not 
doubtful. The licence was given up when the duty 
was performed, and the bearer then became at liberty 
to enter into a new engagement with the Church of 
Durham or any other fraternity. Not fewer than six 
of those mentioned below, soiled and crumpled by 
daily exhibition, are preserved in the Treasury. 

1, The first licence upon record is granted to Peter 
de Houden, in 1312, for one year, and is as follows. 
It will be observed, as has been already stated, that 
each convent is desired to pay charitable attention to 
the bearer. Under these words is conveyed a request 
that he should be didy supplied with the necessaries 
of which he might stand in need.

In order to account for such a number of licences 
during the period over which they extend, it must be 
observed that they were not confined to the deaths of 
bishops and priors, but were issued for the supposed 
spiritual benefit of deceased brethren and benefactors, 
whose names were inserted in smaller Rolls,* none 
of which are however now preserved at Durham. It 
moreover appears that the same traveller was at one 
and the same time acting for more than one monas- 
tery, each of which in its licence committed him to 
the charitable consideration of the houses which he 
should visit, and prayed for him, in intelligible terms, 
meat and drink to help him on his way ; so that in 
reality, as it would appear, brief-bearing was a pro- 
fession — it was a livelihood. To give two instances : 
John Leesmaker,t within two months after his en- 
gagement for two years to the church of Durham in 
1117, entered into a like engagement with the monks

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of Furness for the same period,* and travelled with 
at least two Rolls under his arm. John Cawood, 
another traveller, appears to have heen at one and the 
same time the bearer of not fewer tlian three, t 

That itinerants of tliis nature and for such purposes 
were, at a much earlier period than that before us, 
considered a great nuisance is proved hy some highly 
satirical verses on the subject written towards the end 
of the eleventh century by Baudre abbot of Bourgueil, 
who speaks of them as voracious vultures, black 
ravens, owls hooting a dire omen to mortals, &c. &c. 
The passage is given below, from Dr. Rock's " Church 
of our Fathers," vol. ii. p. 385, J as quoted by him 
from Duchesne, iv. 253. 

A few general remarks may now be made upon the 
Rolls themselves, and the leading features which they 
present to the reader. 

The entry or Titulus, containing a statement of the 
order, dedication, &c. of each monastery, as it was

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visited in its turn, was unquestionably written by one 
of its own members, probably by the Precentor, who 
in one instance gives the initials of his name with 
that of his office (p. 41) ; and in general the character 
of the handwriting serves as a proof of the opulence 
of the house ; but this indication must not always be 
relied upon, many of the cathedral churches them- 
selves frequently exhibiting a wretched scrawl un- 
worthy of their rank and endowment. Not unfrc- 
quently two or three entries in succession are in 
precisely the same hand (p. 4, &c. &c. &c), as if such 
houses, being near to each other, maintained a common 
scribe. One writer excuses his bad penmanship by 
subjoining the words "scriptum in hast" (p. 88). 
Others give their name at length, or their initials 
(9, 25, 35, 39, 41, 43, 67, 70, 82, 83, 85, 89) ;* and 
occasionally we have a rebus or device affording that 
information, p. 68. Of the letter T, the initial of the 
word Titulus, and its accompanying declaration, we 
have every possible variety, from the merest scrawl to 



* The Prayer of Thomas de Snayth of Bardney in behalf of his 
poorly executed initial (p. 89) is amusing. The Hulne Verses (p. G4) 
are also interesting as recording the date of its foundation. The 
Bordesley verse at p. 80, will uot fail to attract the notice of the 
reader. But what is the precise meaning of the memorandum made 
by the Watton scribe, p. 79 ? " Ad desiderium istius brevigerulus dis- 
tortus in sua conditionc facta" It is difficult to deal with such 
latinity ; does it mean that some accident had befallen the roll-bearer, 
and that in this instance a deputy was acting in his stead ? Sempring- 
ham (the editor is reminded of this by the Titulus of Watton in the 
page referred to) is in all these documents invariably written without 
the letter /•. 
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the elaborate penmanship of which specimens are 
given referring to the Abbey of Tuttesbury and the 
Priory of Tynemouth. Many of these highly-finished 
initials contain shields of arms (31, 80, 85) and in the 
later Rolls some appear to be imitations from designs 
in contemporary manuscripts, which are not always 
copied with fidelity. This seems to be the case of the 
T in the title of Bruton, p. 82, and in other instances 
which it would be tedious to enumerate. 

In a majority of instances the diocese in which the 
monastery was situated is stated,* and in a very few 
cases the county (p. 43, 84.) Once or twice we meet 
with a date, and in general the route of the traveller 
can be traced from house to house. The verse " Ves- 
tris nostra damus," &c. is the prevalent termination 
of each entry, but there is frequently a variation (13, 
01, 83, &c. &c.) : sometimes there is no verse at all. 
The other departures from the usual form will be easily 
perceived by the reader, such as the mention of one 
Prior only in the double Pvoll (p. 10 and frequently) 
the surnames of both omitted (p. 3, 14, 273 and both 
name and surnamo omitted altogether (p. 4, 0, &c. &c.) 
and then again the strange latinity which may now 
and then be met with, and the mixture of Latin and 
English which occasionally presents itself, especially in 
p. 18, No. 243, all savouring of want of care or gross 
ignorance in the writer. The phrase "Si qua nobis," &c. 
(4, 55, 05, &c. &c.) is an earnest appeal to the feelings

but a Bishop. 
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for those devotional services of which the deceased 
was believed to stand in need. The prayer almost 
uniformly met with on our mediaeval gravestones — 
" Cujus animse, &c. occurs only once (p. 11), and in 
one instance only the title is written in red ink, but a 
red colour is not unfrequently used in ornamenting 
the initial. The academical degree of the deceased 
Prior is occasionally mentioned in the Roll (p. 15, 
35, &c.) 

Prom the titles themselves, when written with care, 
as is generally the case, it is probable that an attentive 
reader may be able to make many additions to his 
Tanner's Notitia Monastica, and not a few corrections. 
But they are not always written with care. To say 
nothing of the mixture of Latin and English, which 
now and then occurs, and the wretched latinity which 
frequently presents itself to notice, in many instances 
we have the name of the Monastery only, without any 
mention of its order or dedication (p. 7, 10, 14, &c. &c.) 
and there are numerous other palpable and grave mis- 
takes against which the inquirer must be upon his 
guard. And then again with respect to the names of 
some of those for whose benefit tho Rolls were put 
into circulation, there is not only every variety of 
spelling, a matter calculated perhaps to excite little 
surprise, considering the period, but in very numerous 
instances a positive departure altogether from any 
thing like the real name of the deceased. Such is the 
gross negligence which the Rolls frequently manifest 
in this point of view that, supposing a copy to have 
been taken by each monastery of the engagement into 
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which it had entered for the purpose of carrying that 
tagagement into execution, it would have become its 
business to pray for the souls of Durham dignitaries 
who had positively never existed at all. A few in- 
stances may he sufficient. The surname of Prior 
Burnby, after every possible variety of the word with 
any resemblance to it in reality, is converted into 
Burnly, Buryly, Buruli, Bouraeley, Burnabury, Buribi, 
Burnburi, Burby, Burbyn, Biranbi, Bornenbur, &c. &c. 
The surnames of the two Priors William and Robert 
Ebchcster are still more strangely treated. That of 
the former is written Ewchester, Eu Chester, Obchester, 
Eglhestre, Eglester, with not unfrequently the Chris- 
tian name of John; that of the latter Colchester, 
Elchester, Suchester, Obghester, Chechester, &c. &c. ; 
and to make the matter worse, the Christian name 
Robert is repeatedly made to give place to that of 
John, and in one instance to that of Benedict. In 
truth, with respect to this second dignitary, there is 
perhaps no other way of accounting for the Roll com- 
mencing on p. 82, than by a supposition that a second 
was issued (p. 73) to remedy its blunders. 

In all these instances there is in general some 
adumbration of the names of the parties ; but what 
account can be given of such mistakes as the fol- 
lowing ? 

Instead of the names of Priors Ebchester and 
Burnby, we have Robert Sutton and Magister Sutton 
(p. 7) ; and again, John Ascu and Marjory his wife 
(p. 7); John Abbot of Humberston (p. 8): William 
Basct, Michael Tys, and Thomas llerford (p. 10) ; 
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Richard Bckwyth and Richard Hamyrton (p. 19) ; 

Stephen Morpeth once, and John Arundell and eight 
other names twice (p. 22) ; Richard Borow and John 
Person (p. 24) ; John Weston (p. 29) ; John Schrows- 
bury Prior of Fareley (p. 41). In the Roll of Skirlaw, 
in addition to the name of the Bishop, we have that 
of Nicholas de Byrby Abbot of Caldre (p. 58), and 
instead of it Jolin de 1'Cote (p. 59), and Lucy the 
Prioress, &c. &c. (p. 60). Prior Heinmingborough's 
Roll is equally remarkable for its mistakes. The 
name of William Scott, a Friar Minor, is added to 
that of the Prior, and Thomas Abbot of Crowland is 
struck out (p. 65.) See also page 68. In page 69 
we have William Abbot of Thornton and John Prior 
of Greseley. In page 70, in addition to the name of 
John de Schirborne Abbot of Selby, there are four 
names with which the Roll had no connection what- 
ever. But the Rolls of Robert Ebchester still more 
abound with blunders. It may suffice to refer to 
page 76, in which there are not fewer than four in- 
stances of mis-entry ; and also to pages 82 twice, 83, 
85, 86, 88 twice, 90, and 94. Others may have been 
passed over. 

These erroneous entries may perhaps be accounted 
for in one or other of two ways. We have seen that 
the same traveller had frequently various Rolls 
entrusted to liis care. The mistakes may have arisen 
from entering in one Roll the theme or subject of 
another by mere hearsay, the writer not giving him- 
self the trouble to read the preceding entry for his 
guidance. Or various Roll-bearers (the country 

c 
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swarmed with them)* may have met at the same 
monastery, each on a difFcrent errand, for the souls of 
l.i v men or clerks, and whilst they were feasting in the 
^iii'st-hall, the precentor, or whoever the writer may 
have heen, may have performed his task in their 
absence, and may have mistaken one Roll for another, 
again acting heedlessly and upon mere hearsay. The 
corrupt spelling of names, as in Burnhy, Ebchester, 
&c, may perhaps he more easily explained. It is 
probftble that in general the Roll was unfurled from 
its lower end; and if this were the case, and the 
bearer himself, supposing him to be present, unable 
to read or write, but merely pronouncing the name, it 
is not to be wondered at that when once a mistake of 
this sort had been committed it might be repeated or 
varied in a multiplicity of ways. At all events, enough 
has perhaps been said in proof that the whole business 
was conducted with extreme carelessness and with a 
feeling savouring in general of anything rather than 
of devotion or a decent pious regard for the purpose 
for which such mutual obligations had been entered 
into at an earlier period of the Church, and had heen 
believed to be efficacious. 

'I'ht! contents of the other Documents in the Appendix 
bavo been already alluded to and explained, either in 
this Preface or in their respective places; but with 
respect to the Letters of Fraternity a few further 
remarks may be here made in addition to the general

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statement in p. 106. It was perhaps the case that at 
an earlier period money was given for this privilege, 
especially by the laity, but there is every probability 
that the greater part of those noticed in the Appendix 
were granted by way of compensation for past favours, 
in many of them it is so stated in express terms, and 
that not a few were conceded with an eye to the future. 
Names occur in the list of men who would probably 
not think it expedient to spend their money in such a 
way, and there are others who, if we are rightly 
informed of their character by history, would not 
attach much value to the privilege.

Durham. 

Of the recorded Letters of Fraternity granted by the Prior and Convent of Durham, 
of which the following are brief notices in English, not fewer than sixteen are printed 
at length in the other Publications of this Society ; and to them, referred to below as 
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they occur in their abridged ato.Ee, the reader is referred for the general character of 
the Letters themselves, and of the privileges which they were intended to convey.* It 
may be here brieHy stated, that in general they address ttie person to whom they were 
granted in the most pompous way, if be li-id any rank or title to boast of ; and in the 
next place they proceed to enumerate his general merits, and then they not un fre- 
quently specify some particular act of It indues* by which be had laid the Convent under 
obligation ; the spiritual privileges, of which be is made a partaker, are afterwards 
-ft tr.rlh at length, and an undertaking is entered into to perform in the (Inn-. Ii of 
Durham and her Cells, upon Ins death being duly announced by the presentation of 
the Letter of Fraternity itself, such religious offices as were performed for a monk 
who had lived and died in the fraternity. Jn the following abstracts the highly- 
smniiling Latin titles and addresses which occur in the originals are simply translated 
into their corresponding English terms, and each act of particular favour is em 
The person to whom the letter was granted was afterwards, during his or her life-time, 
addressed Uy the Monastery aa brother or sister.

This very singular notarial document recites that the Convent bad admitted John de
